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The reply filed on 5/1 8/07 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): the 
elections are contradictory, therefore it is unclear what has been elected. 

In the office action mailed 10/12/06, applicant was required to elected a form and source of radiation. It was assumed that applicant 
would elect a source of radiation corresponding to the elected form. In the reply filed 1 1/28/06, applicant merely elected an energy 
level, which was considered nonresponsive. In response to the office action of 2/20/07, which reiterated and clarified that a form 
AND source of radiation must be elected, applicant elected white (visible) light and 32P. White (visible) light is admitted to be a 
form of radiation, but it is not one which is emitted by 32P. 32P is a known source of radiation, but the radiation provided is in the 
form of beta particles, not white light. It is noted that applicant amended claim 33 to recite beta rays as a form of radiation in the 
response filed 5/1 8/07, but did not elect this species. As the form of radiation elected does not correspond to the source also elected in 
the response filed 5/18/07, it is unclear what type of radiation applicant has, in fact, elected. It is recognized that claim 33 recites 
several forms of radiation for which no source is recited in the claims. If applicant elects a form of radiation for which no source is 
claimed (e.g. white light), a responsive reply should also include either election of a source disclosed by the specification or, in the 
absence of a disclosed source, an argument that as no "source" is recited and/or disclosed which corresponds to the elected form, no 
election of a source can be made.
